HE Lake of the Woods, along the Ine of the Can- | 

| adian Pacific, is a fascinating link in the chain of 
lakes betwecn the boundless waters of Superior 
and the golden grain of Manitoba prairie. 

With nature’s own loveliness as a recommendation 
it stands unrivalled in the estimation of the many who 
yearly visit its island-crested waters and plunge into 
the pure unadulterated delights which it affords. 

Kenora, a town of growing importance in lumber- 
ing, mining, flour milling and fishing, possessing a 
population of 6,000, reclines on the north shoro of the 
lake and holds the unique position of gateway to this 
attractive body of water. 

Keewatin, whose flour milling industry has made the name a household word in the Dominion, fringes 
the lake three miles distant. It is a mecca for the summer-seeker who has built his artistic and attractive 
home on its splendid shore line and on the islands adjacent. ; 

For some 80 miles this richly adorned sheet studded with over ten thousand islands stretches along 
the border line between the provinces of Ontario and Manitoba and the state of Minnesota. 

These water girded bits of land vary in size from a few square feet to several square miles and are 
richly timbered with spruce, pine, birch and poplar. The northern portion of the lake covers an area of 
2,500 square miles. From the middle of May until the end of October; the months are panoramas of beau- 
ty to the camper, the lake voyageur, the sportsmen and hunter who visit this aquatic wonderland, 1,077 feet 
above sea level. 

A few oar strokes from Kenora you can rough it {0 the woods or if you wish to enjoy life more leisure- 
ly, an up-to-date cottage can be secured. 

Tishing is a very popular pastime for the men, women, and children each season, 
nibbling preserves are found pike, pickerel, rock bass, trout, maskalonge and sturgeon. 

During the autumnal months exciting raids are made upon the wild duck, geese, and partridge, while 
the deer and moose on the larger island stretches furnish an attraction of wonderful possibilities for tho 
enthusiastic hunter. 

Coney island with a shore line of seven miles lies but a ten minutes’ glide from Kenora. It is the 
summer residence of over three hundred people. It possesses a large natural park, a portion of which has 
been fitted up as play-grounds for children. Kenora Park, a large wooded tract of land, has been set aside 
for pleasure purposes. Kenora Trap Association Island is a much frequented spot and is open not only 
to Kenora residents but to tho summer guests who come within her gate. Kenora Rowing Club and Kee- 
watin Yacht Club are the rendezvous of many from town and the islands. Here the social side of life is 
indulged either by the weekly dance or the local water races. Regattas are held at intervals during the 
season, many outside events being entered from different portions of Canada and United States, a carnival 
of sports continuing several days. Steamers, Jaunches, sail boats and various craft cruise about the lake 
daily and for a small fee the visitor can make a trip of several hours in and out among the islands of the 
lake. For a long cruise, the steamers “Keenora” and‘Agwinde,” well-appointed. and commodious, leave 
Kenora twice during the week for Rainyriver and Fort Frances. The Steamer “Kathleen,” a popular boat, 
makes a daily trip during the season to Minaki, Ont. It is a delightful trip of three hours down the Win- 
nipeg river, return being made to Kenora same day in sufficient time to permit the traveller to entrain for 
tho east or west via the Canadian Pacific Railway.

Designed, as they are, to 
traverse the most — difficult country | 
and to sweep away all obstacles in’ 
their path, they naturally are of 
falrly large size, with caterpillar’ 
wheels constructcd to cover the wid- | 
est trench or shell hole and to enatile| 
the vehicle to tackle almost any 
depth of mire. Their crews are pro- 
tected by varying numbers of armor- 
ed plates, any one of which is im- 
pervious to machine gun or rifle fire 
as well as shrapnel bullets, and it is 
asserted that only a direct hit from q 
gun of large calibre could put one of | 
these monsters out of commission. 

‘While from a defensive point of 
view they are almost perfect, their, 
offensive qualities are even superior, 
and when they have cleared a trench
